Winnipeg, Alig. 10—The first act of 
violence since the C, P. R. mechanics’ 
Strike was instituted in Winuipeg oc- 
curred at 10 o'clock last night whet 
almost all the windows in two phs- 
@enger coaches and several panes of 
@lacs in other cars were, broken by 
Stones burled through them by un- 
known persons in St. Boniface. The 
Passepger train thus attacked was one 
which Lad been sent to the “Y"? aeross 
the river to be turned, and the mie- 
siles were thrown while the train wae 
in’ motion on its return trip to Win- 
nipeg. Many ot the stones thrownwere 
@s large a a man’s fist and were 
found on the flogr of the cars. The 
trainmen say that the sound of erash- 
ing glass was all over in a minute and 
itis believed that several persons were 
implicated in the act. 

No More Men Brought tn, 

Beyond this occurreriée there was no 
feature of any consequence in the eitu- 
ation in Winnipeg. The railway com- 
pany has not made any further attempt 
to bring in men since Saturday and the 
Men who are ou. aré maintaining the 
fame degree ot orderliness that has 
characterized their attitude since the 
beginning o' the trouble. The great- 
eat interesi, however, is manifested by 
the strikers in the actions of the com- 
pany and at all hours of the day the 
Main entrances to the yards are sur- 
rounded. by men who take note of ull 
that gucs on within. Three of these 
entered the yards on Saturday and were 
promptly arrested by special police 
and cscorted to Ra&pert street police 
Station. It is not known whether they 
were former eimployees of the railway. 
One of the men was bailed out by his 
friends but the others were kept in 
confinement and all three will come 
before the magistrate this moruing, 

Shops Not Yet in Operation. 

During Saturday no attempt what- 

.. ever was made to commence operations 
in the shops and the efforts of the 
company were confined to taking care 
of the locomotives in the round house 
and the cars in the coach yard. About 
4.30 p.m.’one of the new men working 
in the round house was badly sealded 
by escaping steam. The accident was 
caused by his pulling out one of thie 
boiler plugs. 

On Saturday morning after a heart 
breakfast, ten of the a comers, whe 
had only started work the day before, 
took “French leave’ and walked out 
of the yards, remarking to the. strik- 
ems pickets at the gate that they did 
not propose to remainsimprisoned like 
convicts. In answer to questions, they 
baid that they hed come to Winnipey 
from St. Paul over the Soo tine anc 
were transferred at the Winnipeg depot 
to a passenger train going west which 
Stopped to let them off at the yards. 
The C. P, RK, has not only a large 
force of special constables watching 
the yards, but, is exceptionally vigilant 
at the train shed, where four men are 
employed to keep trespassers off the 
Platform. The only Japanese who have 
been employed in Winnipeg are port- 
ers who_were taken off sweeping and 
dusting out the coaches. Several wo- 
men are alsoxemployed at this work 
and in washing the car windows. 

Wilt Not Break Laws. 

Vancouver, Aug. 10—In an interview 
today William Whyte denied: the re- 
port that the Canadian Pacific wae 
importing strike breakers to replace 
the mechanics who, he said, had vol- 
untarily quit the service of the com- 
pany. Under no circumstances would 
the peti pany or ite otheinls tolerate or 
connive at any violation of the alien 
any | law.

During their absence from the 
Capital it is probable euch minister 
will be asked. to address political moet- 
ings in their peovinees. No an- 
neuncement has yet been made in 
government circles as to whether or 
not there will be a general election 
this fall, and it is unlikely that any- 
thing definite in that respect will be 
known until next month. Mean- 
while, however, the printing bureau 
is busy printing the voters’ lists for 
each ‘constituency, and it will take at 
least six weeks’ to complete the wark.

Not an infallible Sign. 

The printing of the lists is by no 
means a certain sign of pending elec- 
tion, as the law provides for the 
periodical printing and diattibution 
of voters’ lists. In 1908, when the 
lists were got’ ready, an appeal to the 
country was put off until 1904. The 
present parliament does not expire by 
the effluxion of time until February, 


1910. 
Are Revising the Lists. 

In the unorganized districts of On- 
tarie, judges are now under instruction 
to carry out the provisions of the act 
passed at the last session, previding 
for the annual revision of the Federal 
voters’ lists during August and Sep- 
tember. District Court judges in the 
unorganized districts of Nipissing, 
Parry Sound, Algoma and Thunder 
Bay and Rainy River are left free to 
earry out the provisions of the law 
as amended without any special in- 
struction from the government. In 
Manitoba the county court judges 
have been similarly reminded of the 
duty imposed upon them of making 
an annual allocation of the provineial 
lists to the federal constituencies in 
the cases where overlapping occurs,

PORK COMMISSION MEETING. 


Considerable interest attached to the 
meeting of the pork commission which 
took place in Strathcona on Satur 
day forenoon. There was quite a laigi 
number of citizens in attendance wht 
listened with considerable interest tc 
the preceedings, 

Th first witness was Wm. Vogel. 
dnanager of the Vogel Meat and Pack 
ing Co. In reply to questions by mem 
bers of the commission he stated that 
the firm had plenty of hogs this year 
There had been a steady supply, bet 
ter than in former years. At one time 


last year they had to send to Toronto 
for a car load of hame, while in June 
there were more hogs offering than 
they could handle. For the local trade 
they did not like a heavy hog. For 
the northern trade very fat hogs were 
required, and these were not raieed 
here. They could cure as well here as 
anywhere. The price being paid for 
live hoge at piesent was 4 12¢ anc 
4 34c. The wholesale prices for pro- 
ducts were: Ham 14c, belly bacon 15c, 
shoulder 10¢, dry salt 10 1-2¢ to Ile. 
There was very little 6ale fur shoulder. 
They had to burs up the offal. Last 
year they worked for nothing,~“as the 
prices for live hogs were too high. He 
thought the farmers’ organizations 
should advise their members so as tu 


0 /arrange a steady supply of hogs. His 


firm had no complaint to make as to 


capacity of their plant was 50 to 60 
per day. They cotld get large hogs 
but not fat enough for the northern 
trade. They could not get 
quality of hoge here. This was not 
on account of breed or feed, but on 
account of want of care. He favored 
the Tamworth. Hogs weighing 180 
to 200 Ibs., the weight desired, should 
be nine or ten months old, but most 
of those coming in were a year old or 
over. As regards export markets, pack- 
ers here were handicapped by extra 
cost of curing as well as by distance, 
and also by not being able to make use 
of the offal. Breed .and ieed here 
would make just as good hogs as were 
raised in the east. A 200 Ib. live hog 
would yield between 120 and 125 Ibs. 
of body meat and lard. There was 
then a shrinkage of ten to twelve per 
cent. in curing. The shrinkage could 
not be avoided. One cent a pound 
would cover the difference in cost of 
production in the east and in the west 
tor the English market. Outside of 
the difference in cost western produc- 
ers should not be handicapped in any 
way on the English market. Packers 
should get a gross profit of twenty to 
twenty4ive per cent., which would 
leave them a net profit of ten per cent, 
Outside of this they would have to 
allow for death of hoge, bad debits, ete. 
Vogel's did not pay the eame price 
for all kinds of hogs, but the spread 
between good hogs and bad hogs was 
uot enough. Asked as to the probable 
effect the starting of a government fac- 
tory would have on private enterprise 
Mr. Vogel replied that he only wished 
one would be startea,

Minneapolis, Minn., August 10.—The 
Ulsbury-Washburn Milling Compa y 
jf this city, the largest of its kind in 
the world, has been placed tempor- 
i@vily in the hands of receivers. 
| Financial embarrassment is admitted 
jby officials, but that the company is 
[iat is denied, It is understood

that the ecompaay’s indebtedness 
amounts to approximately nine mil 
j lion dollars, with deficieney between 
assets and liabilities of one million 
five hundred thousand dollars. The 
jcompany was ‘uorporated in London 
and the majority of the stock ivy own. 
ed in that country. 


The country, is,capitalized at one 
million pounds sterling. The mills 
will be operated in direct charge of 


receivers just appointed, they being 
Albert C. Loring, president ‘of — the 
North-Western Consolidated Milling 
Company; Charles 8, Pillsbury, son of 
the late C. 8. Pillsbury; arid Albert 
©. Cobb, of the firm of Cobb & Wheel- 
wright, local attorneys. 

The last statement of the company, 
tissued four months ago, showed net 
earnings of $642,000, Against this 
were bond interest charges of $250,- 
009 and dividends on preferred. stock 
of $177,000, and other charges of $200,- 
00, leaving a balance of only $15,000, 
The company was founded by C. A. 
Pillsbury, who was later joined by 
former Senator Washburn. The stock 
is now owned by English capitalists, 
but the mills, which has a capacity of 
80,000 barrels a day, are operated — by 
Americans. 

‘George Zabrisky, New York, agent 
uf the Pillsbury-Washbarn Flour Mills 
Company, said steday that he\hed un- 
derstood that the eompany was con- 
jsidering re-organization and that the 
appointment of a temporary receiver 
was oxpected, He said that last May 
the company's fidaneial condition was 
such that the directors postponed ac- 
tion on dividend on preferred stock.
